By a Mail that arrived Yefterday from Holland, we 
have Advice from Petersburg, that the Merchants there 
are fomewhat jealous of what may be the Confequences 
of the Difcovery made by thole of Archangel, of a 
fhorter and eafier Paflage than formerly, for the Cara- 
vans that go to China ; and that they are affured, that 
the Inhabitants of the Coafls of the White Sea will 
run away with the principal Articles of the Chinefe 
Drade 5 but to prevent this Feart-burning, they talk 
of uniting the Interefts of the Merchants of Arch- 
angel, Mofcow and Petersburg, and eflah 
Chinefe Company out of the chief Merchants 
three Cities, 

‘From Vienna, that the Court has received the Pope's 
Diipentation for the Marriage of the Archdutchefs to 
the Duke of Lorain, who happen to be related in the 
third Degree of Confanguinity, the Duke’s late Grand- 
mother, being Sifter to the Emperor Leopold ; that 
they have alio received from Paris a great Qua 
Jewels, rich Stuffs, &c. for the Marriage Ceremony 
and that the Emperor has order’d the Nobility and 
Gentry of his Court to appear in their Wedding Gar- 
ments on the 6th of Feb. N. S. which is the Day fix’d 
for the Duke of Lorain’s pubiick Entry into Vienna, 
and for his Nuptials. ‘The Imperial Court has alfo 
received a Letter of Congratulation from that of France 
upon the enfuing Marriage, and they expecta Legate 
de Latere from the Pope, to vive the Nuptial Benedic- 
tion. ‘The Letters add, that M. de ochmerling, is 
actually fet out for the French Court in Quality of the 
Emperor’s Refident, and that the Croatians, who mu- 
tiny’d lately in their March to Lombardy, were join’d 
by the Ruflians.

’Tis.confirm'd, that the Prince Hyacinth of Naflau- 
Siegen, who is at the Court of Spain, has refolved to 
make his Submiflion to the Emperor; and that he is 
Shortly expected in Germany to take Pofleffion of the 
Principality of Siegen, upon Terms that are to be 
fettled by his Imperial Majeity. 

The Story fpread in feveral Papers, of Preparations 
making to reftore the Harbour of Dunkirk, has been 
read with great Surprife by the People of that Place and 
the Neighbourhood, there being not the leait Founda- 
tion for the Report, nor any Preparations making there 
that can give the leaft Colour for any fuch Sufpicion. 

The Commons of Ireland have pafled the Bill for

concerned in aflaulting and robbing Richard Shee of 
Ballylorkan in the County of Kilkenny. 

Laft Sunday Se’nnight the Rev. Dr. Whetcombe was 
confecrated Bifhop of Clonfert and Killmacduagh, by 
the Archbifhop of Tuam, at St. Peter’s Church, being 
led tothe Altar by the Bifhops of Elphin and Killala. 
And his Grace Dr. John Hoadley, Archbifhop of 
Dublin, ordained 17 Priefls and Deacons at St. Bride's 
Church. 

The fame Day died the Lady Bellew, Relict of Sir 
John Bellew, Bart. of that Kingdom. 

On Saturday Se’nnight Charles Coughlan, and Wil- 
liam Kelly, were executed at St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin ; the former for the Murder of Elizabeth Daly, 
a Pye-Woman, and the latter for robbing David Power, 
Efq; of his Hat in the Street.
